Extend sanitary line 


A new sewer line proposed by 
Archer Daniels Midland Co. to 
incréase, the capacity of the 
Granite City sewer along the 
Nameoki Ditch between St. 
Clair Avenue and Victory Drive 
was endorsed Monday night by 
the Granite City Council. 


Mayor Paul Schuler told the 
council that the new line, which 
will be financed entirely by 


ADM, will relieve inadequate 
sewer capacity in that area. 

ADM, which operates the 
grain elevator on Cargill Road 
and is constructing a soybean 
processing plant beside the 
elevator, will finance the ad- 
ditional line as the first step in a 
plan to eventually run a sewer 
line from the soybean plant to 
the city's secondary sewage 
treatment plant. 


Reject new 
apartments 


A request for rezoning of a 
tract of land at 2700 Adams St. 
to permit construction of a 12- 
unit apartment building was 
rejected by a 10 to 3 roll call 
vote of the City Council Monday 
night. 

The action came after 
spokesmen for delegations 
favoring and, opposing the 
project were’ permitted to 
speak, although the building 
plans had been aired. on two 
previous occasions before the 
City Plan Commission and once 
before the City Council., 

The aldermen at the same 
time voted 9 to 4 to approve a 
request for a special use permit 
instead of the present R-2 
classification for construction 
of a medical building at 1012- 
1014 W. Pontoon Road. That 
project also had been con- 
sidered previously by the plan 
commission and the council. 

The request for rezoning at 
2700 Adams St. by Robert 
Lombardi was challenged in 


two meetings of the plan 
commission in February and 
March by __ neighborhood 
residents who claimed the 
building would create drainage 
problems and traffic congestion 
and would devalue residential 
property. 

The plan commission, 
however, recommended that 
the apartment rezoning be 
approved, noting that con- 
struction plans provided for off- 
street parking. Mrs. Lombardi 
who spoke in behalf of the 
project before the plan com- 
mission and later before the 
council, including Monday 
night's meeting, noted that the 
neighborhood aiready includes 
several apartment buildings.

abuse in area 


Headway has been made in 
curbing illicit drug sources in 
this community but a new abuse 
has developed here in recent 
weeks involying a prescription 
drug, the Press-Record was told 
this week.

Sverdrup may study 
fast-breaking sewers 


By HARRY BARNES

Granite City officials moved 
in a three-point program this 
week to resolve a mounting 
series of financial problems and 
to determine what may be done 
about the city’s sewer system in 
the Nameoki area. 

The cost of repairing sewer 
breaks is blamed, at least in 
part, for most of the city’s fund 
deficiencies: 

The effort to cope with 
financial and sewer break 
problems which have brought 
the city to the brink of payless 
paydays was spurred by reports 
to the City Council Monday 
night of two more sewer breaks. 

These are expected to add 
substanitially to the city’s 
sewer repair bill—already well 
past the $1 million mark during 
the current fiscal year. 


Developments during Mon- 
day night’s council session 
included: 

1. Mayor Paul Schuler in- 
formed the aldermen that he is 
awaiting an estimate from the 
St. Louis engindering firm of 
Sverdrup & Parcel on the cost of 
making a survey that would 
determine what steps the city 
should take to solve the problem 
of repeated sewer breaks in the 
Nameoki area—a survey that 
conceivably ‘could include a 
recommendation for complete 
replacement of the system. 

2. Alderman Clyde Boyd 
asked City Attorney George 
Filcoff to determine the city’s 
legal authority to transfer funds 
from separate tax levy accounts 
in a borrowing procedure under 
which the transfers would be 
repaid later from new tax 
collections. 


3. Filcoff was ‘asked to 
provide another legal opinion as 
to the city’s authority to use 
federal revenue sharing funds 
for financing sewer break 
repairs and other _ street 
department operations. These 
costs have been met from 
regular general fund monies 
resulting in the city’s present 
fund depletions. 

In a reac action, the 
council authorized the hase 
of a third submersible pump to

A feud which has been

Bell commented, “I think we 
both were elected to represent 
the people and that is what we 
should do. I would hope that. 
things will get better.” 

The two men disagreed on the 
cause of Saturday’s fight. Bell 
said, “I told Whitsell I felt he 
was trying to run my part of the 
township and I do not think he 
should. When I talk to him, he 
blows up, so Saturday 1 
questioned him about telling the 
people that the Teamsters’ 
Local 525 business agent had 
tried to talk to me and I had 
refused. That just is not true. 
That was when one thing led to 
another.” 

Teamsters’ Local 525 has 
represented the township's 11 
highway employes since 
January, but failure to reach 
agreement on a contract led to 
the employes walking off their 
jobs March 7. They remained on 
strike this week.

of several amendments to the- 
Freedom of Information Act, 
which gives a citizen the right to 
request inspection of certain 
government records. 

Rep. Price said-the agency 
actions under the Act have 
sometimes been inconsistent 
with the Congressional purpose, 
and that the amendments would 
remedy this. 

“For example,” he said, “ina 
situation where information is 
needed quickly, an agency can 
effectively deny the request by 
delaying its response. 

“To preclude this kind of 
event, the bill provides a time 
limit of ten days for a response 
to_ original requests for in- 
formation.” 

Another problem is the 
meaning of “identifiable 
record” under the Act, Price 
noted. 

If an agency determines that 
a record is identifiable only by 
specific title or file number, a 
citizen who has only a 
description of the record might 
be unable to obtain it even 
though it is apparent what he is 
requesting. 

The bill provides that an 
agency may not require specific 
title or file number as the sole 
means of identification. 

Rep. Price said these and 
other amendments included in 
the bill would guarantee full 
protection of. the law to every 
Citizen affected by agency 
action.

The pump purchase was 
authorized after Lionel Portell, 
superintendent of streets, told 
the council that two more sewer 
breaks—which he described 
later as ‘‘bad ones’’—had 
developed. One of these is under 
the new Johnson Road 
pavement in front of Frohardt 
School and the other is in the 
easement at the rear of 1501 St. 
Clair Ave., Portell said. 

Portell told the council that 
two submersible pumps pur- 
chased a month ago are in use 
at sewer break sites and that a 
third pump is needed as soon as 
it can be obtained. He said the 
water table in some sections 
“‘Now\s higher than it was last 
spring.” Repeated sewer 
breaks have been attributed to a 
high water table which causes 
the lines to ‘float’? and break at 
or near connecting points. 

Council members Monday 
night authorized a fund transfer 
of $58,007 from the sales tax and 
income tax accounts to meet 
salaries and claims for the last 
half of March. City Treasurer 
‘Paul Rutledge said this. cuts to 
$104,007 the remaining balance 
in funds available for operating 
costs of the. city’s major 
departments. 

Although the city will receive 
approximately $100,000 in state 
sales tax and income tax 
allocations during April, city 
funds to meet salaries and 
claims for the first half of April 


are expected to fall short. City 
obligations average about 
$350,000 per month. 

The lack of operating funds 
results from the high cost of 
sewer break repairs which 
amounted to more than $1.1 
million through February, with 
pene bill approximating 

110,000 scheduled to be 
presented to the council in its 
meeting Monday night. - 

The repair costs have been 
financed out of general. fund 
accounts since the city has 
received only $250,000 from the 
U.S. flood disaster fund which 
was set up to reimburse.cities 
whose facilities were damaged 
by 1973 spring and summer 
floods. Actually, the Army 
Corps of Engineers has ap- 
proved $625,000 in ¢laims by 
Granite City, while city officials 
maintain the reimbursement 
should be approximately 
$900,000. 

Mayor Schuler announced 
that he had requested the St. 
Louis engineering firm to 
provide a cost estimate for a 
sewer survey after Alderman 
Ronald Coleman Monday night 
called for ‘‘some action to learn 
what, we can do about these 
sewer breaks.” 

The requests for legal 
opinions by the city attorney 
were made by Alderman Boyd 
who noted that the city has 
about $735,000 in federal 
revenue sharing funds for the 
fourth entitlement period, yet 
unbudgeted, which céuld 
relieve the pressure of sewer 
break costs if the money legally 
can be used for that purpose. 

Boyd also noted that some 
city accounts have surpluses 
and that if it is legally possible 
to do so, the city could borrow 
from these to tide it over the 
rough spots and then repay 
those accounts later. Filcoff

plant involved in today’s sale 
was one of the first four major 
industries built whem the new 
industrial complex named 
Granite City was in its infancy. 

Purchased in 1904 for nearly a 
half-million dollars by Clarence 
H. Howard and associates, it 
was Sold in 1929 to General Steel 
Castings Corp., Eddystone, 

With Howard being succeeded 
as president by Harrison 
Hoblitzelle,- Charles Powell 
Whitehead next advanced to the 
top office in 1945 and remained 
until the late 1960s, when Gray 
succeeded him. The firm 
became General Steel 
Industries, Inc., in May 1961. 

The plant made heavy steel 
castings for _ locomotives, 
freight cars and railroad 
passenger cars, utilizing sand 
molds. Products included body 
bolsters, frames and parts for 
wheel assemblies. 

For both World War II and the 
Korean War, the Com- 
monwealth plant made cast 
armor hulls and turrets for 
Army tanks as well as helping 
produce needed rail cars. 

Just as its greatest growth 
occurred when the railroad 
industry was expanding, it 
entered periods of decline when 
ordering of rail cars was cur- 
tailed. It was closed in 1932-34 
and also experienced briefer 
layoffs in the 1950s and 1960s. 

Genera] Steel moved its 
headquarters to Granite City 
and then St. Louis. It diversified 
its plants and pr 
through acqi 
decided in 1973 to close two 
divisions, including the one 
here. 

Under Clarence B.. 
Howard's leadership, the firm 
had been active in major 
recreation and commisary 
programs and, in its early 
years, sponsored English 
language classes.

Tax tip-——Don't overlook 
any possible exemptions 


An exemption of $750 for each 
dependent can help cut an in- 
dividual’s income tax burden, 
‘so it’s important not to overlook 
any of the exemptions 
available. 

A taxpayer's first exemption 
is himself, and if he is at least 65 
years old by the last day. of 1973 
the $750 exemption is doubled. 

If the taxpayer is also blind, 
he is entitled to a third exemp- 
tion. 

Young children, of course, are 
dependents. 

The dependency continues 
beyond age 19 if they earn less 
than $750 a year, derive more 
than half their support from the 
parent-taxpayer, and do not file 
a joint return of their own. 

If the child is a full-time 
student, the $750 gross income 


test does not apply, regardless 
of age. 

The rules applying to natural 
children apply also to step- 
children and those who have 
been adopted. 

Any person who is a member 
of the taxpayers’ household and 
meets the citizen or residence, 
income and support 
requirements—and does not file 
a joint return of his own—can be 
taken as a dependent 

In the case of parents, 
children and certain other close 
relatives, it is not necessary 
that they live with the taxpayer. 

If one shares with others in 
the support of a parent or other 
dependent, with no one  in- 
dividual providing more than 
half the dependent’s support, it 
is permissible for one of the 


contributors of more than 10 per 
cent of the support to take the 
dependency exemption each 
year. 

The others have to declare on 
Form 2120 that they will not 
claim an exemption for the 
individual that year. These 
forms are filed with the return 
of the person who claims the 
exemption, 

Any. otherwise qualified 
dependent who was alive at any 
time during 1973 may be taken 
as an exemption. 

This applies to one who might 
have died on Jan. 1 and to one 
who was born as late as Dec. 31 

If a spouse died during 1973, 
one may still file a joint tax 
return with the deceased spouse 
unless the taxpayer remarried 
before the New Year. 


Investigations sparking legislation 
securities, drug abuse 


onr acing, 


The [Illinois Legislative 
Investigating Commission in a 
report to the General Assembly 
says it has completed five in- 
vestigations assigned to it by 
the legislature and in the 
coming months will complete 
three more. 

Co-chairmen of the com- 
mission are Sen. Philip J. Rock, 
D-Chicago, and Rep. Joseph G. 
Sevcik, R-Berwyn. 

In its report the commission 
said that from July 1, 1973, to 
Dec. 30, 1973, il expended 
$178,273 for the various in- 
vestigations. This includes 
salaries and other commission 
expenses 

The completed investigations 
include: 

—Illinois horse racing. 

—lIllicit traffic in stolen 
securities. 

Illicit and licit traffic in 
fireworks. 

—Deaths at the Elgin State 
Hospital 


Reports on the latter two will 
be forthcoming shortly. The 
horse racing report has been 
presented. 

The commission also is 
currently carrying on an in- 
vestigation dealing with 
redistribution of stolen 
property. This investigation 
probably won't be completed 
until the end of this year, but an 
interim report may be made. 

The commission expects to 
sponsor legislation in the spring 
session of the» General 
Assembly to cover medical 
prescriptions for controlled 
substances, plus fireworks and 
other subjects. 

The ILIC also will introduce 
legilslation this spring dealing 
with horse racing in Ilinois. 
The bill is the outgrowth of an 
extensive look at horse racing 
industry «in Illinois by the 
commission. 

The proposed legislation 


would rescind the three current 
statutes dealing with horse 
racing and establish a new one, 
placing all three into one. 

Within the next few months 
the commission’ hopes to 
complete investigations dealing 
with the abuse. of medical 
prescriptions for controlled 
substances; any irregularities 
concerning construction of 
residences for three state 
university presidents; and 
alleged ‘“‘red lining”, practices 
by financial institutions in 
rejecting home, improvement 
loans. 

Investigations conducted by 
the commission are assigned to 
it by either house of the general 
assembly. This can be through 
bills passed in the General 
Assembly or by resolutions 
adopted in one chamber or the 
other. 

The commission’s mem- 
bership is made up entirely of 
legislators.

nomic reversal in sight. 

The key to the comptoller’s 
concern is simple and non- 
partisan. The Crystal Lake 
Republican maintains that 
tax relief, whatever the form, 
has a price tag. 

A spokesman for Lindberg 
noted that both House Speak- 
er W. Robert Blair, R-Park 
Forest, and Democratic lead- 
er Clyde Choate of Anna, have 
taken that price tag into con- 
sideration in their respective 
tax relief proposals. However, 
according to the spokesman, 
both plans are about $40 to $50 
million off balance. 

Since neither Blair nor 
Choate has advocated cutting 
the expenses of existing state 
programs in other areas, it 
can only be assumed, said the 
‘spokesman, that both men 
plan to use the state’s avail- 
able surplus to make up the 
difference. 

But as he notes, ‘““You can 
chew up the surplus if you 
want, but it can only last for 
several years.”” 

The Blair tax relief package 
Proposes to eliminate the 2 
per cent public utilities on in- 
dividuals and extend the cir- 
cuit breaker property tax re- 
lief program, now limited to 
senior citizens and the dis- 
abled, to renters and property 
owners who earn $10,000 or 
less annually. 

Despite the economic un- 
certainties that were blamed 
for nonaction on a score of tax 
relief proposals last year, 
Blair contends that revenue 


porate income tax which 
would generate an estimated 
$85 million in new revenue.

Last December, Maurice 
Scott, head of the Dlinois Tax- 
payers Federation and a fore- 
most authority on taxation, 
said, ‘‘Illinoisians should 
ought to be relieved that none 
of the so-called tax relief pan- 
aceas offered in the last legis- 
lative session was passed.” 

Scott says his statement 
holds true for the upcoming 
session of the General Assem- 


bly. 

“With the energy crisis and 
the uncertain economy it 
might be silly to give individ- 
uals a $14 tax break now when 
we may have to come back in 
several years with a tax in- 
crease of $50 to $60,’” Scott de- 
clared. 


He said it might be best to 
“tighten our belts,” and ride 
the tide of the current eco- 
nomic situation. 

Scott points out that under 
the new state school aid for- 
mula, primary education ex- 
penses will increase by some 
$170 million next year. The 
Department of Public Aid re- 
cently announced it will need 
a@ $50 million supplemental 
appropriations this spring and 
the cost of higher education 
can only go higher, Scott said. 

Specifically critical of the 
Choate proposal, Scott 
pointed out that any increase 
in business taxes is ultimately 
passed on to the consumer 
through higher prices. 

oe say that you’re going to 
soak corporations and provide 
tax relief for individuals — 
well it just doesn’t work that 
way,” he said. 

And Scott wasn’t the only 
one to lash out at Choate’s 
program. 

Bill Stowe of the Illinois 
State Chamber of Commerce 
said shifting the burden of 
supporting state government 
to industry “is a counterpro- 
ductive philosophy which ac- 
celerates business relocation, 
prevents expansion and con- 
tributes in the long run to eco- 
nomic stagnation.”” 

‘Job opportunities for ev- 
eryone are an obligation of 
business and that can only be 
accomplished in a favorable 
business climate,” Stowe 
added. 

He predicted the Choate 
plan “‘is doomed to failure.”

Reducing Hypertension 
Aim of SIVE Research 


Researchers at Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville (SIUE) ‘and 
the St. Louis Veterans 
Administration (VA) 
Hospital are hoping to 
devise. ways to provide 
patients with high blood 
pressure ‘‘an extra set of 
eyes and ears” they can 
use to. help control their 
body functions. 

Kenneth M. Kleinman, 
associate professor of 
psychology at SIUE, and 
Herbert Goldman, director 
of the neuropsychology 
laboratory at the VA 
hospital and adjunct 
professor of psychology 
at SIUE, have evidence 
that a person can learn to 
control his blood pressure 
if he is taught to be aware 
of what is happening 
inside his body. 

The preliminary results 
of two years of research at 
the hospital were presented 
recently by Kleinman and 

. Goldman at a meeting of 
the Biofeedback Research 
Society, in Colorado 
Springs. The ongoing 
research is being funded 
by a grant from the 
Veterans Administration. 


“We hope to demon- 
strate that people can be 
trained to lower their own 
blood pressure without the 
use of drugs,” Kleinman 
said. ‘‘High blood pressure 
can be treated with drugs, 
but drugs often have a lot 
of undesirable side effects.” 

At the VA hospital, the 
psychologists are using a 
blood pressure ‘monitoring 
device to track a patient’s 
blood pressure moment by 
moment. The patient 
receives feedback in the 
form of a light and a tone - 
whenever his blood 
pressure decreases. 


“We've found that with — 


this kind of feedback, 
people can produce sig- 
nificant decreases in their 
blood pressure within a 
short time,’’ Kleinman 
said. 

The researchers are 
seeking a practical appli- 
cation of the information 
they have pulled together. 
“We are fairly confident 
that large, clinically 
significant decreases in 
blood pressure can be pro- 
duced with this method of 
training,” Kleinman said, 
“but we must look at the

Kleinman said. 

According to medical 
statistics, hypertension 
(high blood pressure) is 
more prevalent in the 
United States than most 
people realize. Kleinman 
says at least eight million 
people have hypertension, 
but in many cases, the 
persons are not aware of 
their problem. Another 


statistic not commonly 
known is -the fact that 
hypertension is much more 
prevalent among blacks 
than whites, the resear- 
chers state. 

“The problem 
very serious,’ hleinman 
said, ‘‘because people 
with high blood pressure 
increase thé possibility 
of suffering either a heart 
attack or stroke. 
Laboratory tests also have 
shown that people with 
high blood pressure ‘indi- 
cate decreases in mental 
abilities.””

Walker's appointment 
of out-of-staters resented

SPRINGFIELD — Al- 
though Gov. Daniel Walker 
points with pride to the men 
and women he has assembled 
in his cabinet, they have one 
characteristic which is most 
unpopular — many of them 
are from out-of-state. 

Six directors of major state 
agencies are not from Illinois, 
and dozens of other top aides 
and administrators had no 
roots here before their ap- 
pointment. 

“As a citizen of Illinois, I re- 
sent it,” is how one politician 
puts it. “Doesn’t he have any 
confidence in Llinois peo 
ple?” 

In a few cases, the outof- 
state director~<has brought 
with hirn-several top aides 
from his home state. The cor- 
rections field for example is 
filled with people from Minne- 
sota and Pennsylvania. 

David Fogel, who was re- 
jected by the state Senate as 
director of the Department of 
Corrections before he was ap- 


> pointed executive director of 


the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission, is from Minne- 


sota. So is Joseph Cannon, 
warden at Stateville Peniten- 
tiary, and M. V. Fair, assist- 
ant warden at Menard. 4 

Allyn Sielaff, director of 
corrections, is from Pennsyl- 
vania. So is Tom Israel, war- 
den at Menard, Tom Carter, 
chief of program services, 
and Joe Feconda, chief of op- 
erations. 

Paul DeMuro of Massachu- 
setts ison an ILEC grant; 
James Fike of Michigan is 
warden at Pontiac; Charles 
Felton of Georgia is at Joliet;

» A $16 million construction and 
maintenance program has 
at Amoco Oil Company's 

Wood River refinery. 8 

Projects include construction 
of an “ultrafiner” to remove 
sulphur from fuel oil con- 
struction of a new petroleum 
chemical additive plant, a 
complete refurbishing of 
Amoco’s catalytic cracker unit, 
installation of a new elec- 
trostatic precipitator which 
will virtually eliminate all 
Particulate emissions from the 
cracker, and installation of a 
new energy saving waste heat 
boiler. 

The projects are expected to 
be completed in 1975. 

Morris Industries, with a 
paint manufacturing plant in 
East, St. Louis, has purchased 
Puréx Corporation’s Lanson 
Chemical Division, based in 
East St. Louis. Lanson 
manufactures specialty resins 
for the food, textile, electrical 
and packaging industry. About 
45 persons are employed at the 
facility. 

In Belleville, the former 
Charles Meyers and Co. plant 
has been leased by and re- 
named R. Fox, Ltd. Fox intends 
to continue to manufacture 
men’s pants at the plant, which 
now’ employs 90 persons. 
Expansion of the work force by 
60 persons is being planned for 
the near future. 

Plans to construct a new 
aluminum modular home 
manufacturing plant — in 
Belleville are expected to be 


announced shortly by Century 
‘Homes, Inc. Interim financing 
details are being finalized, with 
the bulk of the financing to 
come through the issuance of 
industrial revenue bonds. 

Granite City Steel has 
requested permission to install 
additional environmental 
protection equipment to further 
reduce coke oven emissions. 

Due to shortages of steel, 
construction, on the 
replacement lock and dam at 
Alton will not begin until this 
fall. Construction of a cof- 
ferdam, first step in the project, 
was originally scheduled for 
this spring. - ‘ 

Over 20,000 tons of steel will 
be used in building the cof- 
ferdam. The $382 million

From the administrative 
appropriations, the board 
trimmed ‘$1,400 from travel 
expenses for Albert Bell, high- 
way commissioner, reducing 
that category from $2,000 to 
$600. Teetor explained Bell will 


be allowed the use of a town- 
ship vehicle for the majority of 
his. business travel, thus 
reducing the amount needed for 
travel allowance. 

The appropriation for office 
supplies was reduced from $200 
to$100. Teetor said the majority 
of the office supplies needed for 
Bell’s department would come 
from the town fund. 

The board of auditors trim- 
med the appropriation for Bell's 


bonding from $500 to $300 after 
the bill for the bonding was 
received and was lower than 
had been anticipated. 

The revised tentative road 
and bridge budget is up $1,200 
from last year’s $79,400 budget. 
Included is $37,500 for main- 
tenance of roads, up from 
$27,700 last year. Teetor ex- 
plained that the prices of road 
materials have nearly doubled 
since last year, necessitating 


the increase. 

Under maintenance of 
bridges and culverts, the new 
document calls for $16,900, up 
from’ $16,500 last year. The 
township has no bridges to 
maintain and the money will be 
used to clean and repair 
culverts, Teetor explained. 

Another $5,500 was ap- 
propriated for purchase of 
machinery, down from $6,000 
last year. Teetor said no major 
new equipment is to be pur- 
chased, but payments of about 
$5,000 on the backhoe, limb 
chipper and vacuum the 
township now is purchasing are 


to be made from this category. 

A major jump occurred in 
repairs to machinery, up from 
$3,000 last year to $9,000 in the 
tentative budget. In’ the past, 
labor for repairs was taken 
from other labor accounts, but 
this year all labor on machinery 

be paid from the repairs to 
machinery appropriation, 
according to the clerk. 

No appropriation is included 
for maintenance of the buildin; 
as Teetor pledged the township 
will finance any repairs from 
the town fund. Last year, the 
highway department ‘was 
allocated $1,400 for building 


repairs. ‘ 

‘The $7,500 for drainage along 
Route 203 was carried: over 
from last year's budget into the 
new one. No new taxes will be 
necessary for that item, -Teetor 
explained. Under an agreement 
with Granite City, the township 
and city will split the additional 
$15,000: cost of installing larger 
drainage tiles along Route 203. 
The state will install the tiles. 

The provision for con- 
tingencies was increased from 
$3,750 last year to $3,900 this 
year. Teetor said in the past the 
township has appropriated 
about 5 per cent of the total 
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budget for contingencies, but 5 
per cent of the budget would by 
$4,900 and the additors trimmed 
that figure by $1,000. 

The permanent road fund 
remained unchanged at $70,800, 
higher than the $68,500 ‘last 
year. Teetor again cited in- 
creasing road material, 
gasoline and oil costs for the 
rise. 

The Illinois — Municipal 
Retirement Fund appropriation 
increased from $68,500 last year 


to $70,880 in’ the tentative 
budget. That figure was not 
changed before the public 
hearing. 

Teetor said the township’s 
percentage into the fund in- 
creases each year and that the 
percentage for each employe 
increases as each employe’s 
salary rises. 

The appropriation of $10,000 
for construction of bridges was 
the same as last year. It also 
was not changed by the board 
after posting.

He pledged citizen in- 
volvement in the preparation of 
the general assistance, town 
fund and revenue sharing 
budgets which must be 
prepared and approved within 
the first quarter of the new 
fiscal year. 

He emphasized that although 
some items in the tentative 
road and bridge budget are 
higher than will be provided by 
maximum tax levies, the county 
clerk may not exceed the tax 
levy maximums and funds will 
have to be transferred from 
other sources if all programs in 
the road budget are to be fully 
funded. 

The only complaints heard 
by the board were from Joseph 
Garcia, president of the 
Building Service Employe’s 
local which covers township 
secretaries, and from an on- 
strike street department 
worker. Both said they felt a 
larger percentage of the budget 
should be used for salaries. 

Teetor said higher salaries 
may be provided with the 
assistance of federal revenue 
sharing, but that would have to 
be determined’ when the 
revenue sharing budget is 
prepared, 

A woman in the audience 
asked if there were any 
guarantees that revenue 
sharing would be used for 
salaries and Teetor answered, 
“There are no guarantees on 
anything. No.” 

The town board of auditors is 
to act on the road and bridge 
budget at a future date.

Disclosure today that the 118-acre 
General Steel Industries. plant here 
has been sold to Granite City Steel is 
heartening news. 

The’plant was the scene of large 
steel castings operations for many 
years. It has vast enclosed work 
areas and direct links to railroad 
and other transportation facilities. It 
was phased out by its parent GSI 
firm and much of its equipment was 
auctioned off in November. 

Acquisition of the land and 
buildings by Granite City Steel will 
enable the former General Steel 
plant to once again be devoted to 
“constructive uses.’” 

Such a prospect in itself is a highly 
positive development for this com- 
munity and region. And the fact that 
the new owner already has a long 
association here also is significant in 
anumber of ways. 

It can be interpreted as a vote of 


confidence in the Quad-Cities by 
National Steel Corporation, owner of 
Granite City Steel since 1971. 

Continuation of the Granite City 
Steel Division’s current expansion 
undoubtedly is directly related to the 
production increase that has been 
achieved, and the extent of its future 
expansion also is likely to be af- 
fected by the division’s performance 
and profitability. 

Idle plant facilities are of no value 
in providing job opportunities and 
also are of limited help in furnishing 
the tax base so necessary for 
governmental services. 

Thanks to today’s action by 
Granite City Steel and General 
Steel, the large former castings 
plant west of State Street will not 
remain idle but instead again will 
become a busy, functioning segment 


of this community’s outstanding - 


manufacturing complex. 


Illusion more than substance to Walker impact on legislative primary 


The late-in-the-campaign endorse- 
ment by Gov. Dan Walker of State 
Rep. Horace Calvo of Granite City 
and Dan O’Neill of Alton has 
stimulated speculation about what it 
may indicate 

Rep. Calvo ran successfully for 
renomination, leading the field. Mr. 
O'Neill finished third to Joe Lucco’s 
second-place finish, Two Democrats 
were nominated, Calvo and Lucco, 
and now are odds-on favorities to 
garner two of the three House seats 
from this district, the 56th, in 
November. 

It is not surprising that the gover- 
nor supported Rep. Calvo, who had 
Madison County Democratic 
organizational. backing and was 
favored in 1974 despite the close 
primary race of two years ago. 

By giving his blessing to some of 
the experienced legislators around 
the state, the governor may figure to 
encourage harmonious relationships 
between the executive and 
legislative branches in their future 
deliberations, a highly com- 
mendable goal. 

But in backing Mr. O’Neill, who is 
undoubtedly a fine man, Gov. 
Walker can hardly have been 
seeking out the most reform-minded 
and jindependentally-inclined can- 
didate among the 11 aspirants. 
Others in the big field would have 
more nearly matched the new-faces, 
anti-politics image the state’s chief 
executive has sought to convey. 

What Mr. O’Neill had to offer was 
the widespread belief that he might 
be on the way to a “‘victory over the 
machine.” He sought and would 


have gladly run with organization 
backing. He didn’t get it, and 
received less than half of the votes 
cast for Mr. Lucco, who had the Cen- 
tral Committee’s endorsement. 

All of which seems to raise the 
question of -whether the Walker 
drive for dominance has real sub- 
stance or is primarily a propaganda 
effort to convey an appearance of in- 
vincible momentum. 

A chain of Illinois newpapers con- 
cluded that ‘the Walker political 
magic was at least tarnished as can- 
didates he backed ran into trouble 
all across the state.” 

A major paper friendly to him said 
that ‘‘Walker had some victories, in 
that many of the people he endorsed 
actually won, but where he tried the 
hardest, he seemed to lose.” 

It added that his ‘‘actions in the 
primary certainly don’t merit 
criticism. He has attempted to make 
the Democratic party more open 
and more representative of a wider 
range of view, and his entrance into 
the primaries was aimed at that. But 
the political reality is,that he’s fallen 
through the ice, and life for the next 
two years may be pretty cold.”

Our tendency to react 
against political excess is one 
of the greatest bulwarks of 
our liberty. 

But rapid swings between 

political extremes exact a 
price we would be better off 
avoiding. The ‘man with one 
foot on hot coals and the other 
on a block of ice may feel fine 
“on the average,” but he's 
suffering burns at one ex- 
treme and frostbite at th 
other. - 

When the ruling . party is 
confronted with an opposition 
of healthy size, it is forced to 
proceed cautiously and to 
compromise reasonably That's 
the way it should be. 

I know an | executive—a 
Democrat—who likes to suggest 
to his fellow executives that 


that the Republicans are sup- 
posed to be more “pro 
business."" 

“If that’s true,” he answers, 
“then the Democrats need more 
members from the business 
community so they will have the 
benefit of their views, too." 

Whether or not these sim- 
plistic assumptions about the 
orientation of the two parties is 
true, it is undeniably true that 
both encompass within them- 
selves a wide diversity of 
political philosophy. 

That fact sometimes makes 
choices frustrating, but it also 
has a stabilizing influence that 
has served the country well. 

Practically everybody seems 
to be in a “throw the rascals 
out” mood right now and no 
wonder, 


But first, let’s count to ten and 
then take’a close look at the 
record: of each particular 
“rascal.” Some of them may be 
worth preserying. 


Remember, too, that no 
matter what party you support, 
it's a good idea to have enough 
of the other party around 
looking over their shoulders to 
keep your boys on their toes.

To the Editor: 

The ‘Occupancy Permit 
Plan” outlined by Alderman 
Poulos should be studied 
carefully by all of the aldermen 
and people of the city before it 
is passed into law. 

It seems that the demands of 
this plan are reasonable, moral 
and decent in the short run. 
Yet,in the long run, the plan 
may be detrimental to the city. 

1.) The plan calls for a $15 fee 
for each inspection of a 
dwelling, plus a $2 fee for an 
occupancy permit. The question 
arises: ‘Who will inform a new, 
incoming occupant of the or- 
dinance, and how is,he to be 
informed? I also question the 
reason for such high cost of 
inspection. i 

2.) The -ordinance states: 
“The Building Commissioner is 
authorized to enter any 
dwelling, dwelling unit, multi- 
family dwelling, rooming 
house, or premises at any 
reasonable time for the purpose 
of performing his duties under 
this code.”” 

It should be further defined 
exactly what a “reasonable 
time” is. I think the ordinance 
should state “at a time 
previously established between 
the new occupant and the 
building commissioner.” 


This statement proves to be 
less arbitrary and there would 
be less opportunity for intrusion 


-on the part of the building 


commissioner. 

Also, I do not believe the 
building commissioner should 
be authorized ‘such. “power of 
intrusion” because I do not’see 
it as a necessary extension of 
his position. 

I would certainly think it an 
intrusion if I were a new 
resident of this area. It would 
not leave a person with a good 
impression of Granite City 
public officials. 

3. The plan states: ‘The 
ordinance sets out that the new 
law does not affect existing 
occupancies, but will be applied 
to all occupancies following 
adoption of the ordinance. 

This statement leaves me 


- uncomfortable and I must ask, 


“Does not each residence 
(house or building) have the 
potential of becoming a new 
occupancy? Would that not 
mean, then, that every 
residence will be eventually 
inspected? 

In the long run, this would be 
impractical and tend to fatten 
the bureaucracy through im- 
posed fees and paper work, than 
build an efficient building 
commission office with ef. 


fective rules and guidelines. 

I believe that the inspection 
fee should be either disposed of 
or, at least, reduced and oc- 
cupancy permit should only cost 
$1 and be easily obtained. 

In conclusion, it seems. that 
the plan is more idealistic than 
practical and would pave the 
way for unwanted bureaucracy 
in city government. 

This ordinance, if passed, 
probably would go unenforced. 
If it would happen to be en- 
forced, the cost of hiring skilled, 
experienced people for the 
positions ‘would raise the 
presently proposed $15 in- 
spection rate and $2 permit fee 
within a few years, 

It might make’ prqspective 
home purchasers or occupants 
think twice about living in 
Granite City. 

Initial costs of moving are 
high, and an additional $17 can 
help a person make a decision, 
besides fhe obvious in- 
convenience of an inspection, 
and costs that may occur as an 
outcome. 

This all must be carefully 
considered by the City Council 
and the people. I urge disap- 
proval of the plan as it stands,

5. The industrywide no-strike 
agreement with the United 
Steelworkers of America, ef- 
fective in 1974, “ . . . should 
work to the mutual advantage 
of employers, customers and 
employes.” 

Other than in profitability, 
1973 was an: outstanding year 
for National Steel, he said. 
Primary steel production, at 
11.3-million ingot tons, and total 
shipments, at 9.1 million tons, 
both set records by significant 
margins. 

Net sales, at $2.1 billion, also 
were at record levels. 

Net profit, at $98,072,322, 
equivalent to $5.27: per share, 
was close to an all-time record.

New law provides 


crime compensation °

SPRINGFIELD — In 1972, 
985 persons were murdered in 
Mlinois. 

A total of 2,623 women were 
raped and 24,287 persons were 
the victims of aggravated as- 
sault or battery. 

Preliminary figures indi- 
cate crime statistics rose sub- 
stantially in 1973. 

Question — Does society 
have a moral or legal respon- 
sibility to care for the victims 
of violent crime 

Illinois lawmakers said 
“yes” last year when they ap- 
proved. the Crime Victims 
Compensation Act, effective 
Oct. 1, 1973. . 

an investigator 
from the Illinois Attorney 
General’s office: ‘‘The point 
is we spend a whole lot of 
money on criminals, to house 
and feed them, but not a whole 
lot has ever been done for the 
innocent victims of crime.” 

The financial compensation 
of crime victims is a relative- 

new concept. Ten states 
Rave such statutes on their 
books in some cases dating 
back to 1966. The British Com- 
monwealth countries have 
had compensation laws for 


assistance to states with 
crime compensation laws. 
Yet it took seven years, ac- 
cording to the legislative 
sponsor, Rep. Leland Rayson, 
DTinley Park, to obtain pas- 
sage of the bill in Illinois — a 
state with one of the highest 
crime rates in the nation. 
It's new .concept and it 
takes a little getting used to,” 
said Rayson. “But for the first 
time I think we have finally 
recognized the state’s obliga-

tion and responsibility to the 
victims.” 


He went on to note that the 
General Assembly last 
October set aside $100,000 to 
compensate innocent ‘crime 

victims. 

However, according to one 
somewhat skeptical state offi- 
cial, the Dlinois law is little 
more than a small step in the 
right direction primarily be- 
cause of the mass of red tape 
and the still rules an applicant 
must wade through in order to 
obtain payment. 

To be eligible, the law says 
an applicant must be a victim 
or dependent of a deceased 
victim of any one of the fol- 
lowing crimes: murder, 
voluntary manslaughter, kid- 
naping, aggravated assault, 
rape, deviate sexual assault, 
indecent liberties with a child, 
battery, reckless conduct or 
arson. 

The act provides: for reim- 
bursement up to $10,000 for 
medical or hospital expenses, 
loss of earnings up to’a maxi- 
mum of $500 a month and loss 
of future earnings up to $500 a 
month. 

Under no circumstances 
can a victim be reiml 
for expenses covered by in- 
surance or workmen’s com- 
pensation. Also, the law does 
not. allow for compensation 
for loss of personal’ property 
or pain and suffering. 

In addition, compensation 
will not be provided tf: 

—, The victim and. the 
assailant are related or share 
the same household; 

—The injury or death of the 
victim was attributed sub- 
stantially to his own wrongful 
act; ; 

— There was substantial

enforcement agencies in the 
apprehension of the assailant, 
including rape cases. 

Victims have up to one year 
from the date of the crime to 
notify intent to file and an- 
other year to actually file. 

Robert O’Shea, deputy 
clerk of the Court of Claims, 
says business has been slow 
under the new law due to a 
lack of initial publicity. 


“We anticipated things 
would go slow at first,” he 
said. “But as people find out 
about it, claims will probably 
skyrocket.” He predicted that 
as many as 1,500 claims may 
be filed each year as time 
goes on. 

Presently, O’Shea said the 
Attorney General’s office and 
the court are preparing a 
pamphlet on the new law 
which will be made available 
to the public. 

With no claims paid to date, 
O'Shea said it is difficult to 
determine what’ the average 
payment will be. But he said 
statistics from other states in- 
dicate the average claim 
could range between $200 and 
$2,000. 

In contrast, the state paid 
an average of $4,249 last year 
to care for each of the 1,404 
convicted criminals confined 
in Menard Correctional Cen- 
ter. 
O'Shea said it is hoped that 
claims will sail through the 
court swiftly in such a way 
that private attorneys will not

equal in Illinois

SPRINGFIELD — “Equal 
opportunity?” 

The phrase rings hollow for 
women and blacks in Illinois 
government. 

Fact: 

— Men outnumber women 
in all 17 pay grades in excess 
of $789-a-month. 

— In the eight top-salary 
grades from $1,541 to $2,668-a- 
month, there are nearly twice 
a@s many white males with 
only high school educations 
(95) as the combined total in 
those pay grades of all women 
and minority group members 
with bachelor’s degrees (26) 
and master’s degrees (22). 

— Among all bachelor's de- 
gree holders in the $1,541 and 
up bracket, there are 160 
white men, seven white wom- 
en, 17 men from different mi- 
norities, one black woman 
and one Oriental woman. 

— Among all master's de- 
gree holders in the same pay 
bracket, there are 130 white 
men, six white women, a 
dozen men from minority 
groups and four women from 
minority groups. 

There’s no shortage of 
women and minorities with 
college degrees (even though 
they might be in the wrong 
areas); they just are 
clustered in lower pay grades, 
primarily between $789 and 
$1,340-a-month. The bache- 
lor's degree holders, for ex- 
ample, number 4,360 white 
men, 2,621 white women, 476 
men from various minorities 
and 415 women from minority 
groups. 
“I think it comes through 
very clearly that you will be 
most favored if you are a 
white male,” says Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights, co-chairman with 
Rep. Giddy Dyer, R-Hinsdale, 
of the House Committee on 
Employment of Women and 
Minority Groups in State Gov- 
ernment. 

Prospects are only slightly 
brighter for black men and 


whjte women, she said. 

“If you're a black woman, 
chances of getting a responsi- 
ble position with good pay are 
right down at the bottom of 
the heap,’’ she said. 

The statistics were gleaned 
from a report prepared for the 
House committee by the State 
Personnel Department. The 
report — listing employes by 
education, pay grade, race 
and sex — covers 56,448 em- 
Ployes ‘under Gov. Daniel 
Walker who are covered by 
the Personnel Code provisions 
for hiring, firing, promotions 
and salaries. 

Gov. Walker has ordered 
agencies under his control to 
embark on an “affirmative 
action program” to encour- 
age hiring and promotion of 
women and minorities. 

But they are still talking in 
terms of goals, not large-scale 
accomplishments. State Per- 
sonnel Director Nolan Jones 
can't predict when they might 
achieve ‘‘full utilization” of 
women and minorities. 

Although the code-protected 
employes of the governor rep- 
resent the largest block of 
state employes, that is not the 
only area where women and 
minorities are largely absent 
from the ranks of the higher 
paid. 

Mrs. Chapman’ said a sur- 
vey done for her committee 
by the Mlinois Legislative 
Council shows only 22.3 per 
cent of all state employes 
earning $10,000-a-year or 
More are. women. Blacks 
number but 5.5 per cent of the 
$10,000 plus group. 

Among legislative em- 
ployes earning $10,000-a-year 
or more, 16.3 per cent are 
women and none are black. 
Among judicial employes (ex- 
cluding judges) in that 
bracket, 27.8 per cent are 
women and none aré black. 

Mrs. Chapman noted the 
survey excluded judges, 
elected state officials and top 
appointed officials, which 
would have reduced even fur- 
ther the percentages of wom- 
en_and blacks. 


“Tests have been made by 
white middle class males,” 
pointed out John Kleinfelter, 
manager of research, recruit- 
ment and test development 
for the department. 

“Blacks and other minori- 
ties come from environments 
where tests are not empha- 
sized. ... On just about every 
test, whites score higher than 
minorities but there is no sig- 
nificant difference in per- 
formance on the job.” 

They’re also developing a 
program of selective referral, 
where the emphasis is on 
Matching an agency's needs 
with an applicant’s back- 
ground and experience. and 
not on test scores. 

He said the process could be 
used to selectively refer wom- 
en and blacks, particularly 
for state agencies where fed- 
eral funding might be jeop- 
ardized because they don’t 
meet federal equal oppor- 
tunity guidelines. 

One of. the reasons why 
there are fewer college edu- 
cated women and minorities 
in the upper pay bracket jobs 
is they have degrees in fields 
where the state has a surplus. 

“Women traditionally have 
concentrated on teaching so- 
cial services,” Kleinfelter 
said. “It’s only been in recent 
years they have concentrated 
a little bit more on account- 
ing, business and even engi- 
neering.” 

Asst. Stale Personnel Di- 
rector William Fitzgerald 
said another problem has 
been competition with private 
industry. He noted that indus- 
try has been under the federal 
requirements for affirmative 
action programs since 1965 
but the state didn’t fall under 
the requirements until 1972. 

He said industry will take a 
graduate with a master’s in 
business administration, ‘a 
guy that’s still wet behind the 
ears and doesn't even know 
how to make an expense ac- 
count,” and start him at 
$15,000. The Bureau of the 
Budget starts that same em- 
ploye out at $12,000 a year: 


New law should cut down 
sales of stolen car parts

SPRINGFIELD — What 
you see is what you get. 

In the case of purchasing a 
used or rebuilt auto, that’s 
true but you also get what you 
can’t see. And that’s where 
the trouble comes in. 

‘You can’t see just how good 
the parts are or just where 
they came from, for that mat- 


ter. 

But although there’s no sure 
way of knowing, the chances 
of them being stolen parts 
should diminish with imple- 
mentation of the new law re- 
quiring those persons dealing 
with salvaged bodies and 
parts to obtain a salvage cer- 
tificate. The system works 
something like this. 

John Doe wrecks his car. 
His insurance company pays 
the damages or total claim 
and takes possession of the 
vehicle. The insurance com- 
pany must then apply for a $3 
salvage certificate 
the secretary of state’s office 
before it may be sold. A cer-

tificate of title must be sur- 
rendered to the secretary's 
office upon application for the 
salvage certificate. 

If Doe decides to dispose of 
his car as wreckage or 
salvage, he, too, must sur- 
render his title and apply, for a 
salvage certificate. . 

When the car is sold, it must 
be to those persons who quali- 
fy as registered dealers by the 
Motor Vehicle Division of the 
secretary's office. Included in 
this category are new or used 
dealers, rebuilders, wreckers 
or used parts dealers. 

“These certificates may 
only be assigned to those per- 
sons registered by the state,” 
explained W.B. Westbrook, 


more than one category.” 
The rebuilder buys the car 
and rebuilds it. He. wants to 
sell it. He must surrender his 
salvage certificate and, if re- 
quested, submit satisfactory 
evidence that any ent 
part used in the rel did 
not come from a stolen vehi- 


cle. He then receives a certifi- 
cate of title. 

(A component part, as de- 
fined by law, is “‘any part of a 
vehicle, other than a tire, hav- 
ing a manufacturer's identifi- 
cation number or an identifi- 
cation number issued by the 
secretary of state. Explicit 
records are kept on these 
parts.’’) 

“Several states already 
have some sort of salvage 
law,’ Westbrook said. “‘We 
are still working toward what 
will be the best procedure in 
administering the law, which 
became effective Jan. 1, in re- 
gards to carrying out its in- 
tent.” 

The obvious intent of the 
law is to stop the trafficking of - 
stolen vehicles whose parts 
are sold to many dealers. 

“The state police as well as 
the investigating unit of the 
secretary of state's office will 
enforce the: law,” he stated. 

At present, the salvage cer- 
tificates are being issued to 
insurance companies by the 
thousands, according to the 
official.

But whales will not join the 
list of extinct species, if world 
leaders listen to pleas currently 
being sent their way. 

Among those corresponding 
are fifth grade youngsters at 
Nameoki School. Principal

“Project Jonah wants 


children to write letters to

“Project Jonah will send the 
letters and pictures the students 
painted to the Russians and 
Japanese leaders.”

Reading, communication skills, career preparation spotlighted 


By MARY LOU MANNING

Springfield Bureau 
Parents, students and 
educators throughout Illinois 
think that reading skills, 
communication skills and 
career preparation are the 
three most important areas in 
preparing children for the 

future. 

Questionnaires computed by 
the Office of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction provide 
such a conclusion. 

The survey was part of ac- 
tivities held this fall in con 
junction with American 
Education Week events spon- 
sored by the OSPI and the 
Illinois Congress of Parents and 
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Teachers. 

Over 7,000 of the 20,000 par- 
ticipants in neighborhood 
discussion groups returned 
their questionnaires to the 
OSPI. 

The three areas thought least 
important in preparing for the 
future were social studies, 
science, and artistic and 
creative studies, in.that order. 

Areas ranking in the middle 
include, in order of descending 
importance: consumer, 
economic and family 
management; psychology and 
mental health; computational 


skills; environmental and 
ecological education; and 
physical education and health, 

Resounding agreement— 
nearly 97 per cent—came for 
the statement: “Teachers as 
well as students should be open 
to relearning and retraining in 
order to help children adapt to 
the future.” 

Strong support also was 
shown for: 
districts should encourage 
cooperative education with 
resource groups .in the com- 
munity such as business, labor 
and industry” (94 per cent); 
and, ‘School districts should 
establish ways, such as citizen 
advisory councils, for involving 


the community~in the 


“Local school~ 


educational system” (91 per 
cent). 

Disagreement was highest! 
‘with these statements: “It is not 
important for a student to ex- 
plore a variety of possible 
career choices before he or she 
graduates or leaves high 
school” (86 per cent); and, 
“The opportunity for schooling 
should be provided for all 
children as early as age three” 
(54 per cent). 

Over 1,000 of the respondents 
also included additional com- 
ments with the questionnairs. 
They touthed on topics ranging 
from the grading system to the 
“basics” to early childhood 
education to discipline to parent 
participation.

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Propose state energy policy council 


Lt. Gov. Neil F. Hartigan on 
Monday issued a ten-page 
proposal for the creation of an 
Illinois Energy Policy Council 
which he feels can provide 
people with ‘common sense 
answers to their energy-related 
problems.” 

Ina letter to statewide elected 
officers and the leadership and 
members of the Illinois General 
Assembly, Hartigan said the 
council could make recom- 
mendations in four main areas: 
1) energy supply and new 
technology; 2) energy con- 
servation; 3) environmental 
and social implications; and 4) 
legal and regulatory policy. 

It would have access to 
energy-related information 
from state governmental 
agencies and departments, 
energy producers and di- 
stributors, and large consumers 
from private sectors. 

The Energy Policy Council, 
which would hold public 
hearings, would be composed of 
elected officials and private 
members ‘‘representing 
agriculture, commerce, in- 
dustry, labor, government and 
the academic community. 

“Ilinois cannot afford to 
react to one phase of the crisis 
after another,” he said. “We 
must assume a leadership 
position, particularly in the 
energy area because of its 
impact on every person in our 
state.”” 

Hartigan said that as he 
became more involved in the 
ecomonic develpment of the 
state shorty after assuming 
office, he discovered that a key 
limitation on Illinois’ future 
agriculture and industrial 
development is its supply of 
energy. 

“Farmers throughout Illinois 
are worried whether they will 
have enough  fertilizer— 
depending upon the supply of 
petrochemicals—for their 
crops, enough fuel for grain 
drying purposes or enough 
railroad cars to get their crops 
to market. 

“Motor carriers wonder if 
they should expand their truck 
fleets in light of the rising cost 
and shortage of fuel. Tourists 
and vacationers wonder if they 
should take a trip to Southern or 
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Central Ilinois for fear of being 
stranded without gasoline. 
“These are problems that 
concern the people of Illinois 
because they affect their jobs, 
their businesses and the future 
of our 
cities,”

“Workers who have to drive 
each day or housewives who 
need a car for shopping but 
have trouble obtaining gasoline 
only see confusion, indecision 
and delays from a national 


“An ‘open primary’ is needed 
in Illinois, if a majority of the 
people are to have a voice in 
selecting public officials,” state 
representative nominee Everett 
Steele said this week. 

Citing the March 19 primary 
results in Madison County, in 
which only 25 per cent of eligible 
voters cast a vote, Steele said, 
“As a. practical matter, a 
number of important public 
officials have, in effect, been 
chosen by a small fraction of the 
voters, for the next two to four 
years.” 

“An ‘open primary’ law, the 
Glen Carbon Republican said, 
“like our open meetings law, 
would bring the ‘sunshine and 
fresh air’ of public opinion into 
the ‘smoke-filled Fooms’ of our 
political system. 

“It would promote and en- 
courage greater vote par- 
ticipation. 

“The open primary has 
worked successfully in our 
neighboring states of Wisconsin 


policy that isn’t applicable to 
our state.”” 

In pointing out the difference 
between state and national 
energy needs, Hartigan noted 
that residential and com- 
mercial facilities in Ilinois 
consume 30 per cent of the 
energy supplied, while this is 
only 20 per cent nationally in the 
same categories. 


He said coal, which con- 
tributes one-third of the energy 
consumed in Illinois, con- 
tributes less than 18 per cent to 
the nation as a whole. 

“Illinois needs a coordinative 
energy effort such as an Energy 


and Michigan. Under this plan, 
voters are able to vote for either 
party, without first declaring 
their party affiliation. 

“In the secrecy of the voting 
booth, they have the op- 
portunity to vote for the party of 
their choice. In some states,” 
Steele noted, “‘a voter can select 
candidates "by office, rather 
than by party.” 

“People are dissatisfied with 
our present primary system. 

“Typical of comments which 
I have received since the 
election are these: 

“T vote for the man, not the 
party. Therefore, I did not 
vote.” 

“One lady told me that shé 
voted in the morning, and that 
by that afternoon, she received 
a phone call condemning her for 
the ballot she had voted. 

“Others have told me, ‘How I 
vote should be secret. I don’t 
like primaries’ or ‘In my line of 
work, I can’t afford to be af- 
filiated with either party’ or 


Scenic river proposal 


‘The Mlinois legislature has a 
bill seeking to create the 
Natural Rivers and Wetlands 
Act. 

For the past two sessions, 


_ similar legislation—commonly 
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called the ‘‘Scenic Rivers’’ 
act—has been introduced. 

In one session, the measure 
got by the House but—after 
extensive hearings in the 
Senate—the legislation was 
turned down. This year, the 
legislation is being sponsored 
by Rep. John C. Hirschfeld, R- 
Champaign 

Under terms of the proposed 
legislation, a board would be 
formed to approve specific 
areas to be included in the 
system. It would be up to the 
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Conservation Department to 
establish the rules, but ap- 
parently the department would 
not have a representative on the 
board. 

The proposed legislation 
designates initial segments of a 
natural rivers and wetlands 
system, based on previous 
studies. 

Included are the lower Fox 
River from the Yorkville Dam 
to the Wedron Bridge; a 
segment of the Rock River in 
the Lee County area; the part of 
the Apple River lying entirely in 
Jo Daviess County; a segment 
of the Mackinaw er in the 
Colfax area. 

The portion of the Embarrass 
River from the Charleston Dam 
to the northern limits of 
Newton; all of Lusk Creek; the 
Kankakee River from Ritchey 
to the Indiana state line, except 
the sections of the river in the 
of Kankakee, 
Aroma Park and Momence; 

The segment of the Kaskaskia 
River from the Shelbyville 
Reservoir to the northern limits 
of the Carlyle Reservoir; Big 
Creek in Hardin County; the 
portion of the Mississippi River 
between Warsaw and Keokuk; 
the Kishwaukee River from 
Belvidere to the Rock River.

Wheat crop ‘excellent’ 


By WARREN W. BUNDY 
‘County Farm Adviser 

Winter wheat in Madison 
county is green and growing 
with most fields in excellent 
condition, 

Wheat in many fields ap- 
peared brown three weeks ago 
from a fungus disease called 
Septoria. That disease is 
present every year but is more 
severe than usual this year. 
Cool, wet weather favors the 
disease. Progress of the disease 
nearly stops during hot, dry 
weather. We do not recommend 
spraying with a fungicide to 
control Septoria. 

Wheat field infested with wild 
Garlic can be treated with one 
pint of 2,4-D ester per acre to 
control the garlic enough to 
avoid garlicky wheat at harvest 
and to avoid price discounts for 
garlicky wheat. 

Any time during the next two 
weeks is an ideal time to spray 
for garlic control, but wheat can 
be treated any time up to boot 
stage. Some spraying already 
has been done. The treatment 
will kill any legumes seeded in 
the wheat, 

Winter Wheat acreage in the 
United States is 18 per cent 
more than a year’ ago, and 
Illinois production is estimated 
at 30 per cent more than a year 
ago. 

Madison county farmers 
increased their winter wheat 
acreage substantially this year. 

A two billign bushel crop of 
winter wheat and spring wheat 
is estimated by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture for 
the 1974 harvest. That would 
exceed the 1973 record harvest 
by nearly 300 million bushels. 

If these estimates 
materialize, as they seem 
likely to do, the 1974 harvest 
may bring much pressure on 
wheat storage and _ tran- 
sportation facilities. Such 
pressure could affect the 
harvest time price of wheat. 

+++

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Community colleges in | 
state serving 236,580

Six months ago the Illinois 
Junior College Board took on a 
new name. So did the junior 
college, junior college district, 
.comprehensive community 
college program and the board 
of trustees for the junior 
college. 

By legislation, they became 
the Illinois Community College 
Board, community college, 
community college district, 
comprehensive community 
college program, and board of 
trustees for the community 
college. XN 

References to Class I and 
Class II bit.the dust altogether. 

Before, Class I districts were 
those districts with a population 
of at least 30,000 inhabitants or 
consisting of at least three 
counties or that portion of three 
counties not included in a 
community college district, and 
having an assessed valuation of 
not less than $75,000, and which 
districts levied a tax for com- 
munity college purposes. 

Class II district met the same 
criteria except that they did not 
have a separate tax rate for 
community college purposes. 

There have been some 
changes made in other areas of 
the community college system. 
For example, the number of 
community college campuses 
across the state has been on the 
rise since 1965. 

Prior to that date, the number 
of campuses stood at 23; this 
month there were 47 campuses. 


SAIN aT at OM 
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‘Tne increase looks something 
like this: 1965-66, 27 campuses; 
1966-67, 28; 1967-68, 34; 1968-69, 
40; 1969-70, 43; 1970-71, 1971-72 
and 1972-73, 46; and projected 
for 1974-75, 49. 


Enrollment, too, has been on 
an incline. In the fall of 1965, a 
total of 64,628 students—both 
full-time and part-time—was 
recorded. In the fall of 1973, this 
number stood at 236,580. 


Of the 236,580 figure, most 
were part-time students, 

Specifically, 75,488 were full- 
time, 123,328 were part-time 
and 37,764 participated in 
community education offerings. 

Most of the students resided 
in their respective districts; 
187,813 were in-district, 14,477 
were out-of-district, and ‘700 
came from out-of-state. 

Of the 110,944 full-time 
equivalent students, 72,685 were 
day students and 38,259 at- 
tended school at. night. 

‘Total credit hours taken by all 
students reached 1,664,160.

City passes bill to 
control old buildings 


An ordinance regulating 
unsafe, uncompleted and 
abandoned buildings in Granite 
City and providing means of 
recovering costs for demo’ ‘ion 
or repair of — dilapi ated 
buildings was enacted !y 
City Council in regular meeting 
Monday night. é 

The bill provides that the city 
may demolish, repair or cause 
the demolition or repair of 
dangerous and unsafe buildings 
or uncompleted and, abandoned 
buildings within the city and 
specifies that ‘‘no building may 
be boarded up or otherwise 
enclosed.’”
